DOMESTIC ARTS. 


WOMEN WHO 


OW is it that at the present day there 
are young women who cannot sew? We 
have been spending enough on educa- 

tion, primary and secondary, for the past fifty 
ears to look for some result by this time. 
Yot hear this story, a true one. 

A young girl was married at seventeen to @ 
boy of nineteen, earnin less than two pounds 
a week, out of which they have to pay twelve 
shillings for a single room. Now that she is 
an expectant mother, the young wife is buy- 
ing ready-made layette, because she does 
not know how to sew. 

This may be an exceptionally bad case, The 
girl was motherless, but she was not illiterate, 
and what had she been doing with her hands 
from, say, the age of seven, that she could 
not do a little plain hemming and running ? 
Baby-clothes are easy to make, and dear to 
buy. Yet here we have a young couple, with- 
out a penny to spare, without a shilling be- 
hind them in case of illness or loss of employ- 
ment, buying ready-made garments; and 
there ate hundreds of others. 

We are very careful that every child shall 
know how to read, and speak, of illiteracy as

a blot or disgrace. It is, no doubt, incon- 
venient, but I doubt if it ever caused, or 18 
capable of causing, half so much discomfort 
in a home as unhandiness. 

A writer in the Jrish Times recently de- 
plored, and rightly deplored, the ignorance of 
plain cookery among she. men’s wives. I 

needlecrait is as 
serious & matter. Bad cooking leads to ill- 
health, bad temper, strife and bitterness : but 
certainly, as far as waste goes, it is no worse 
than inability to handle a needle. 

In our schools girls are supposed to learn 
sewing. If they manage to slip through the 
meshes of the educational net, which are too 
wide for safety in places, the bookstalls are 
Aooded with the publications of firms offering 


advice about needlework of all kinds, giving | 
directions for knitting and crochet, and ab-

solutely pelting the public with peper pat- 
terns. 

Occasionally some faddist sugges that no 
marriage licence should be i to or banns 
published for avy young woman who cannot 
produce certificates of proficiency in 
domestic arts This would never work. 
Better our present chacs than more red tape. 
What we realy need is the pressure of public 
opinion, At present no girl thinks of marry- 
ing without an outfit of some kind. There 1s 
no law on the subject; it ia the custom; it 18 
understood, and that suffices. Let it be like- 
wise the custom. Let it be understood 
that the young wife normally makes at home 
the simpler garments needed her little 
children, and two good tesulte will follow. 
Except among the wealthy the children will 
he mofe substantially ¢dlad, and the savings 
bank account will grow. 

Lack of skill with the needle is more asp- 
parent in the case of the very poor, in house- 
holds where economy is most necessary, and 
where the household duties ofthe mother can- 
not, in the nature of things, be very heavy. 
But it is found elsewhere as wel. 

Crysale, Molitre’s typical commonsense 
bourgeois, says, in contrasting the literary 
and scientific pursuite of his own womenfolk 
with the @omestic vitties of their predeces- 
sors, says :— 
‘Les leurs ne 

vivaient bien 
Leurs ménages étaient tout leur docte entre- 
tien i 
Ft leurs livres un dé du fil et des aiquilles 
Dont elles travaillaient les trousseaux de leurs 
filles.”’ 

And without going so far as to desire any 
curtailment of a woman's intellectual recrea- 
tions we cannot help deploring the fact that 
many voung women who ought to know better 
waste in the difference between ready-made 
and home-made clothes for their little ones a 
sum that might add greatly to their comfort 
and well-being if spént otherwise. R. M.

TULIPS. 


———————— 


OR, the thrill, which comes with the 

F sight of sheer beauty, and the intozi- 

cation of vivid, glorious colouring, one 

need go no further than a sunny garden in 

which grows a mass of tulips, holding up 
their heads in stately arrogance. 

Their form, tall and symmetrical, appeals 
to the artist’s eye, and their colouring satisfies 
his thirst for beauty. | 

Their variety, from the pale white tulip | 
and the flesh-pink to the’ gaudy “ parrot,” 
with its gold petals, splashed with blood-red, 
is bewildering. ’ 

Growing in straight lines, ag planted by 
the conscientious gardener, tulips look like an 
army of soldiers in multi-coloured aniforms ; | 
or massed in careless groups, by the gardener 
who hates conventionality, they remind one 
of a crowd in an Eastern bazaar, their 
turban-like heads helping the illusion. 

When the vagrant breezes of May, caress 
the tall tulips, they sway in rhythmic motion; 
their heavy heads on their slender stalks, 
bending in unison. 

How lovely they are! 
in their proud beauty! 

And yet, the true lover of beauty finds 
something wanting in the tulip. Did you ever 
hear of anyone calling a tulip his favourite 
flower? This is easily understood, with a 
little reflexion; a tulip has no perfume; it is, 
moreover, not a restful flower; rather is it 
one to associate with pageants and ceremonies, 
but that is not all—tulips have no souls. You 
ask with a pitying ii ‘* Have any flowers 
souls?” Perhaps not, but I think that there 
are certain flowers from which something 
emanates which has a“spiritual quality. It 
may be a fanciful thought, but to me it ap- 
pears to be so. 

A perfect tulip is like a beautiful, soulless 
woman, proud of her beauty, flaunting it be- 
fore the world, and with a mind never soar- 
ing above earthly things. Her type startles 
and arrests the eye as does the tulip, but she 
is admired (like it) rather than loved. 

This empty beauty has caused men to 
weary of the tulip, and ever to be seeking to 
cultivate some netw colour or variety. 

The craze to possess rare tulips rose to such 
a height in the 17th century that it caused 4 
financial panic in Holland, from where the 
best varieties come. Tulipenanea, as it was 
called, was the disease of the day! 

For a single rate bulb 13.000 florins were 
paid at that period. 

Alexandre Dumas wrote a wonderful story 
of a man whose ambition it was to grow a 
black tulip. He succeeded, and the book 
makes one breathless with suspense and ex- 
citement! 

There is a pretty legend in Devonshire of 
some tulips, to whom the fairy-folk granted 
souls. and they became even more fragrant 
than the violet. 

The fairies put their babies to sleep in the 
tulips, and rocked them with strange cradle 
songs. The old woman who had planted the 
tulips in her cottage-garden died, and the 
newcomer tore up the tulips, and sowed cab- 
bages instead. So the angry fairies bewitched 
the garden, and nothing ever grew there 
again: but they planted the tulips on the old 
woman's grave, where they atill bloom, and 
are cradles for the fairy babies.

SOME OLD “ CURES.”’ 
————— 2 — 
ELIEF in the medicinal value of spiders 
and their webs was at one time very 
general among the Celtic people of Ire- 


land, and also in Great Britain. We find 


| doctors precribing spiders’ webs for ague or 
| intermittent fever, and also a powder made of 


spiders. 

The black spider (Theridion) of Curacea 
was supposed. to cure sea-sickness; while 
spiders or cobwebs given on brown sugar were 
used in some “agueish”’ localities in Eng- 
land in the eighteenth century. The great 
black barn spider was used for medicine in 
Britain. 

We find a doctor, in a letter to the Indian 
Lanect, recommending the web of the common 
spider as an unfailing remedy for certain 
fevers, In the seventeenth century it was 
used by the poor in the fens of Lincolnshire, 
and also by a Sir H. James McGregor in the 
West Indies. The Aranea Diameda, the 
largest English spider, which is found in 
birch trees, was also well known in medical 
practice. 

Spiders were also used as charms. A 
soldee put into a goose-quill, well sealed and 
secured, and hung about a child’s neck as low 
as the stomach, it was believed, would give 
ease in case of ague; while a spider sewn in 
a rag and worn as a periapy round the neck, 
it was thought, would charm away the ague.

web, like a pill, and swallowed it when the 
fit was coming on. 

In the case of an “ agueish”’ little nephew, 
we find Mra. Delany, of Delville, Glasnevin, 
recommending, as an infallible cure, powdered 
ginger made into a paste with brandy, spread 
on sheep's leather, and a plaster of it laid on. 
As food, she peloend sheep's trotters, 
which, she says, “are both innocent and 
nourishing’ for the child. 

“ An ague in the Spring,” she quotes, 
is plhysick for & king. 

De. Berkeley, Bishop of Cloyne, pinned his 
faith to tar water, which he declared to be a 
sovereign remedy for all the ills the flesh is 
heir to. 
was published in 174. 

His recipe was one gallon of cold water to 
one quart of tar, stirred well with a ladle 
for three or four minutes, then left to stand 
for the night, and the clear water poured off 
for use. No more to be made with the same 
tar. 

“The old philosophers,’’. he says, “ cried 
aloud from the housetope, ‘educate your 
children,’ so if I had a situation high enough 
I would cry to all valetudinarians on earth 
‘drink tar water.’ - 

In point of fact, the value of tar water is 
still recognised in medical practice in cases of 
complaints of the chest. 

One of his colleagues has left us a pathetic 
picture of poor Clarence Mangan, during his 
brief connection with the famous Ordnance 
Survey Department, everlastingly sipping tar 
water, during his waking moments, as he gat 
at the table in Petrie’s Office in Great Charles 
street. And, perhaps, the poor poet was 
fortified by tar water, when, seated at the 
same table, he one day penned '“ The Woman 
of the Three Covs.’”

more than the railways during the ca 
of arson and destruction, Travelling way 
only not a pleasure, but actually involved 
reat risks. Risks had to be faced, of co 
y those whose business compelled them 
travel, but persons intent on pleasure sou 
places where ehjoyment was unlikely to 
disturbed by machine gun and rifle fire, minex\ 
and bombs. It is feared that tourists from 


Great Britain will again betake themselves to 
Continenta! resorts this season, as they are not 
yet fully certain that Saorstat Eireann is a 
safe place for travellers on pleasure bent. 

Last. year, it will be recollected, a | 
number of Irish-Americans arrived at 
town intent on visiting relatives and 
in various parts of the country. They reached 
Cork City only to find that railway bridges 
had been destroyed, train services suspended 
and travelling rendered impossible. They were 
stranded, and many of them took the first 
return steamer to America; but all of them 
lost little time in shaking the dust of Ireland 
from their feet. That was, of course, one of 
the worst possible advertisements that could 
be given to this country, and, unfortunately, 
the effect of it is still to be felt. A tourist 
agency in Dublin, which is linked up with 
several American travel agencies, confessed 
yesterday that it had received very few 
inquiries from the United States this year. 

FRENCH-BELGIAN RESORTS. 
_ “As regards the English holiday seeker,’’ 
it was stated, ‘‘instead of coming to Ireland 
he is going to the Continent. This is due 
partly to the conditions of the country, but 
also on account of the rate of exchange. The 
French rate of exchange, instead of Solon 25 
francs to the £, is 69 francs; the Italian is 
95 lira instead of 25, and the Belgian is 80 
francs instead’ of 25. During the trouble in 
Ireland English tourists, instead of coming to 
Ireland, went to Belgium, France, etc., which 
are quite as convenient as Ireland and where 
accommodation is cheaper. They were 
pleased there and are going there again. There 
is little prospect of their coming to Ireland 
this season; but if there is peace many of them 
will return next season, and eventually the 
tourist traffic wil] assume its full volume.”’ 

The travel agencies are quite ready to cope 
with the tourist trade, just as they did in pre- 
war times, but they do not anticipate anything 
like the usual flow of traffic this year. 

In the course of interviews with railway 
officials it was learned that the companies do 
not expect a rush of tourists this summer. The 
Great Northern line is in full working order, 
but no tourist rush is anticipated on that line. 
‘I do not think that there will be any move 
at all in connection with the tourist traffic,’’ 
said an official in the traffic depart- 
ment, “We have received very few in- 
quiries, and it is too late now. In 
pre-war times we used to get any amount of 
applications for tourist guides and literature, 
but now there is no demand at all. Even if 
things quietened down now, it would be too 
late this season. It takes too long to make 
arrangements. 

HOPES. FOR NEXT YEAR. 

“In the olden days when people came to 
tour Ireland and to spend a considerable time 
here, they used to arrange it early in the 
season. These people have their minds made 
up now and will not change them. But the 
cpuntry is rapidly becoming normal, and there 
is no reason why, if peace continues, tourists 
should not come in the usual numbers next 
year.” 

In connection with the Great, Norther: Rail- 
way system, the Bundoran Hote! is still closed, 
and it is pot known if it will be epeied at 
all this season. The Rostrevor Hotel is open. 

The Great Southern and Western Railway 
has suffered enormous joss during the recent 
disturbed period, but things have rapidly im- 
proved recently, and nearly all the system is 
now in working order. The company has 
restored .its dining saloons on the up and 
down mail trains to Mallow. Trains are run- 
ning to Killarney and Kenmare. The com- 
pany s hotel at Kenmare is now open, but the 
Parknasilla Hotel is stil] closed. As a rule, 
this hotel does not open until June 1. 

The company does not expect heavy tourist 
traffic, but it is anticipated that 
there will be a considerable phas nm of people 
moving about, on holidays and on Sunday ex- 
cursions, and that some Jrish-Americans may 
pay a visit to the land of their birth during 
the season. 

Killarney is, of course, the Irish Mecca of 
all tourists, but ‘‘ Beauty’s Home” is not 
likely to be invaded just at present. 

“PRINCE OF WALES’S ROUTE.” 

The Cork, Bandon and South Coast Railway 
system, which was closed for many months, is 
now in full working order. [In pre-war days 
this was a very popular route to Bantry, 
wherice one could go by steamer to Glen- 
garrifie or by motor or coach service to the 
Lakes of Killarney. Until matters assume a 
more settled aspect the “Prince of Wales’s 
Route ” is hardly likely to experience a repeti- 
tion of the patronage of former days. 

The Midland Great Wester: Kailway Com- 
pany serves a large area in the West of Ireland, 
and formerly many tourists travelled by this 
system to Connemara and other places in Gal- 
way, Sligo, and the Western counties. The 
company does not expect a heavy tourist busi- 
ness this summer, and no special arrangements 
have been made to cope with anything beyond 
the’ usual traffic. Their big hotel at Recess, 36 
miles from Galway, was. burried down some 
time ago, and the Mallaranny Hotel is still 
occupied by the military. 

The services on the Dublin and South-Eastern 
Railway are in full swing, and a considerable 
volume of excursion traffic is now being dealt 
with in a most satisfactory manner. With a 
splendid steamer service to Holyhead, Liver- 
pool, London, Glasgow, and other cross- 
Channel ports, there is reason to hope that 
many tourists will visit Dublin and 
avail themselves of the excursions to 
the numerous seaside resorts within 
easy distance of the city. There is an 
excellent train service between Greystones and 
Dalkey, while the scenery along that stretch 
of coast is as picturesque as any to be found 
in any other part of Ireland.

IRISH-GROWN TOBACCO, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Stz,—The President of the Irish Free State 
presente the Irish tobaccogrower to the 


. public in a somewhat unfair light—as one of 


a string of icultural mendicants, crying: 
“Subsidy, eubsidy “—and I would trespass 
on your space to correct such a misleading 
representation. The Irish tobacco-growet 
wents to see a floifishing industry estab- 
lished, and does not ask for a subsidy which, as 
he realises (and has stated in evidence before 
the Agricultural Commission), does not induce 
the best results. He only asks to be put 
on @ par with tobacco-growers in any other 
country in the world, as far as the growth 
of tobacco for home consumption is concerned 
—-é.e., for the abolition of the duty on home- 
grown tobacco. F 
Failing this, he asks for some remission of 
the tax What will this cost the nation? 
Take the.average yield per acre at 1,0001bs. ; 
the amount of tax remitted as 50 per cent. ; 
the amount paid in Jabour, directly and in- 
directly, on every acre of tobacco grown, in 
the various processes from sowing to placing 
in bond, at about £145 wer annum; and let 
ms look at the figures in the case. . This 
£145 is equivalent to the wages of one man 
and one woman for a year—a clear national 
gain of £145 per annum, ‘The Irish Ex- 
uer save untmployment pay for one man 
at 15s. and one woman at 10s. a week, or 
£65 per annum, Tobacco-growing thus means 
an annual gain to the nation of £210 per 
acre. The Exchequer would hypotheticaily 
lose 4s. 2d. on every pound grown, and, 
taking the yield at 1,000 per acre, hypotheti- 
cally- would .lose £208 6s. 8d. per acre. 
Tobacco can only be grown in rotation with 
cereal and root crops; so the encouragement 
of tobaccogrowing is also an encouragement 
of corn-growing without a corn subsidy. 
Therefore, the nett gain to the nation would 
be £1 13s. 4d. per annum per acre grown, pilus 
increased wheat-growing without a subsidy,

FURTHER. IMPORTANT éa 
BY INVESTIGATORS. 

Lovers of Irish antiquity who visited Mahee 
island, Strangford Lough, last year, will be 
glad to learn that the investigation of the 
ruins at Nendrum has been resumed, and that 
highly important results have already awarded 
the labours of the investigators. 

-To.the north-east of the second Cashel wall 
the men engaged in the work have laid bare 
the foundations of a number of dry stone 
buildings of very ancient date, all enclosed by 
two great walls at right angles, running west 
to east and north to south. The wall running 
from west to east must, at one time, have been 
over eight teet in thickness. Some of the 
foundation-stones are of huge size, and weigh 
many tous; they are all dressed or selected, 
with flat jiacings. Unfortunately, the original 
height of this wall cannot vow be estimated. 


Inside the enclosure formed by the walls the

LAW AGENT’S OPINION. 

The views of the Corporation’s Law Agent 
are circulated in the letter. He says that 
under the Local Government Acts of 1919 and 
1925 the Local Government Ministry is 
required to intervene in cases of dispute 
between the local authority and the officer as 
to the amount of pension allowance or 


grants a pension which is in excess of the 
minimum under the Act of 1919. 

“1 am of opinion,” says the Law Agent, 
“that in every case which comes under its 
notice the Ministry is bound to give an 
independent consideration to the particular 
merits, and that it would be acting illegally 
if it laid down hard and fast rules to be 
applied in every case as it came up for 
consideration. 

“With regard to the powers of the Ministry 
in - relation to pensions granted by the 
Corporation under the Local Officers’ Super- 
annuation Act, 1869, and the Corporation Act 
of 1905,” he continues, “a very serious 
question arises as to whether the Ministry oi 
Local Government has any concern with these 
pensions at all, as there is ample ground for 
arguing that the power of approval under the 
Act in question is vested either in the 
Governor-General or in the Ministry for Home 
Affairs, and not in the Minister for Local 
Government. 

“ There is no question to my mind but 
that the discretion as to the amount of the 
pension under these two Acts is vested in the 
Corporation, and that the Lord Lieutenant 
or whatever functionary now represents him, 
had only the power to see that the Corpora- 
tion did not exceed its legal rights in exer- 
cising its discretion and fixing the pension, 
and that, even assuming for the sake of 
argument that this view was wrong, and 
that a discretion was vested in the Lord Lieu- 
tenant with regard to the amount of pension 
by which he could override the discretion of 
the Corporation when exercised legally, that 
discretion could not be legally exercised by 
the Lord Lieutenant by laying down a hard 
and fast scale to be applied to all cafes, but 
should be exercised by individual considera- 
tion and decision in every case. 

“With regard to the five principles laid 
down to be followed in the fixing of pensions, I 
think that with the exception of the one 
which provides for the cessation of employ- 
ment before the pension is granted, they are 

ractically all ultra vires in so far as they 
etter the discretion of the Corporation, an 
lay down hard and fast lines on which it must 
be exercised. I can find ne authority for 
Number 4, which provides for the granting 
of a fluctuating allowance based upon war 
bonus.””

SUGGESTIONS FOR REFORM IN 
NORTHERN LICENSING. 

A memorandum on the question of tem 

erance reform has been prepared by. the 
North of Ireland distillers, uain, beer 
bottlers, wholesale wine and spirit merchants, 
retailers, and spirit grocers, following a recent 
interview with Sir James Craig, at which he 
asked for suggestions from the trade. The 
memorandum states that there are about 3,000 
on-licences and 700 off-licences in Northern 
Ireland, of which there are about 570 on- 
licences and 450 off-licences in Belfast. 

It is stated in the memorandum that, with 
¢egard to Belfast, 15 per cent. of the on- 
icences and 3 per cent. of the off-licences 
at present existing could be done away with. 
But the Government should recognise that 
any such redaction implies compensation, and 
the idea put forward by the teetotallers that a 
licence is not “property ” is repudiated. 

Hours of sale, it is, stated, should be from 
10 a.m. to 10 p.m. on week-days, and from 
2 p.m. to. 5 p.m. on Sundays. The effect of 
total Sunday closing, it is maintained, would 
be to encourage trading in shebeens and other 
attempts at evading the licensing laws. The 
times of opening and closing should be 
standard for all places in Northern Ireland, 
and the required distance in the case of bona 
fide travellers should be increased to ten 
miles. 

The issue of club licences should be in the 
hands of a licensing tribunal, who should be 
fully satisfied of the bona fides of any applica- 
tion. Spirit grocers. should be allowed to 
sell a minimum quantity of 1-64th of a gallon 
of spirits, and a minimum of 1-16th of a 
gallon of beer, stout, or porter in properly 
closed vessels. 

It is represented that if spirit groceries are 
done away with the brewing and bottling in- 
dustries of Northern Ireland will be wiped 
out, and that there will be much consequent 
unemployment and loss of capital. There are 
two breweries in Northern Ireland, whose 
future depends on the Government s action 
in this matter. 

Other representations include a demand that 
the watieladtere of potheen shall be punish- 
able by a minimum fine of £200, or by 11x 
months’ imprisonment, with imprisonment, 
without the option of a fine, for a second 
offence, Conviction of a licensee for a sale 
of potheen should entail the loss of the licence.

| British and bo enjoyed 
for the past twenty-five years of the 
supply of fresh meat to the people of the 
three Kingdoms is now at an end. Our live 
stock industry is therefore entering a period 
of keen competition, for not only is Canada 
assured of open ports for her cattle, but it 
seems the privilege is to extend it to other 
nations of the Commonwealth if they demand 


What the ultimate effect on prices will be 
no one can yet be sure. There is one en- 
couraging feature about the matter that is 
apt to be overlooked, and that is the large 
unsatisfied demand there exists in England for 
fresh meat at reasonable prices. his de- 


1 mand has existed for some time past, as was 


shown by the fact that about ten years ago 
the Superintendent of Smithfield market in 
London ‘was sent over to Ireland by 
the London authorities to see what could 
be done to further the supply of Irish beef to 
that great centre. The war, unhappily, inter- 
vened, and since nothing further has been 
heard on the matter. At that time, so we 
were informed, the supply of fresh meat to 
the London markets was only about 25 per 
cent. of the total quantity of meat sold there, 
the remaining three-fourths being chilled or 
frozen carcases. In all probability the pro- 
portion is still much the same. 

The imports of frozen and chilled beef and 
mutton inte Great Britain are enormous, and 
it is, therefore, quite possible that the aug- 
menting of the supply of freshly-killed meat 
in that country by allowing the Canadians 
in may have the effect of displacing some of 
the refrigerated stuff rather than of unduly 


depressing the price of the home commodity. 
. i that there 


If the assumption proves true, t 
is..a large body of consumers which would 
prefer to have fresh meat, even though it 
might tost sixpence or sevenpence a pound 
more,. then, perhaps, our worst anticipations 
may not materialise. 

The undoubted preference for fresh meat 
may, in fact, be grounded on something more 
solid than mere taste. It may have an 
economic basis. As an article of diet, those 
engaged in heavy physical work may find 
that that which’ has been killed only a matter 
of hours before it is consumed is more 
sustaining than that which has had the blood 
removed from it weeks, and maybe months, 
previously. It would, however, be a mistake 
for the Irish feeder to rely too confidently on 
this possible change of custom. 

The. frst essential with which successfully 
to meet increasing competition in any market 
is to be fully aware of the trend of any 
changes in it, and that is where we ““ old 
iamiliars.” as it were, are most likely to be 
caught napping. In this connection, there is 
a matter that has not received the atten- 
tion’ it, demands, either from, our more 
prominent feeders, or from those whose duty 
it is to keep the Irish farmer informed ot 
changes in the market.

The consumers oí meat, from the meat-pro- 
viders’ point of view, may be divided into 
two classes. There is one class that requires 
its meat to be young and tender; of small 
joints and small in bone. There is the other 
that prefers its beef and mutton to be more 
mature, full flavoured, and of fairly heavy 
joints. The people engaged in all kinds of 
heavy labour constitute the former class. 
Their numbers are out of all proportion to the 
other—the moneyed and professional class. 
The reason for this difference in taste is nat 
dificult to understand. The dieting systems 
of the two classes are on very different limes. 
With the higher class of consumer, the prac- 
tice. as of old, is to have the méat hung 
for some time—-days, at least, before 
it is cooked. With the average working 
household. a larder if it exiats-is little used. 
Instead, the wife or some youthful member of 
the family is despatched for the meat almost 
daily, and as it is required. The upshotof 
this last-mentioned system of domestic eco- 
is a marked preference for the young 
and more tender animal. Thus the demand 
almost resolves itself into one of a beast 
that would be all steak, and a sheep that is 
all chops. 

The butcher must meet this somewhat 
peculiar demand as best he can. and it re 
mains for the farmer, after knowing what is 
required, to do his best to supply it. By doing 
so competition from any source 'can be met, 

The embargo has been lifted ostensibly to 
supply stores for the British feeder. but the 
bulk of the arrivals probably will be the 
finished article. A study of recent agricul- 
tural writinga of both the United States and 
Canada will quickly convince anvone that the 
public demand for meat there is for the young 
anunal. and that the farmers there are veteing 
abreast of it. It is, therefore. highly pro- 
bable that mow that the '“ Canadians” have 
begun to come, the type of animal will not be 
far amiss of the trade s requirements.

LONDON, Tuesday Night. 

Mr. Baldwin may be said in general terms 
to have none but well-wishers to-night; for the 
desire to see a settled Government as quickly 
as possible is stronger than any party pre- 
dilections in a time like the present. 

The Prime Minister is regarded on all sides 

as having made a clever beginning, if the 
report that Sir Robert Horne is to join his 
Ministry is confirmed. . This report is. made 
on authority so good that it is accepted here 
as authentic Mr Baldwin, hw securing Sir 
Robert Horne, who incidentally makes a 
large financial sacrifice in returning to politics, 
breaks down the attitude of aloofness which 
has marked the Chamberlain section of the 
members of the Coalition Ministry.

LLANFAIRFEOCHAN, Tuesday. 

Mr. Lloyd George, in an addréss to his con- 
stituents this “evening, made sympathetic 
reference to the. causes leading. to Mr. Bonar 
Law's resignation, and declared. that, the per- 
sonal, considerations, which induced tolerance 
and forbearance in Opposition under Mr. Bonar 
Law’s Premiership no. longer applied. 

He referred to Liberal reunion, . and . said 
that the present was the great opportunity: of 
Liberalism. He painted a gloomy picture of 
the international situation. 

Mr. Lloyd George said—‘‘I am sure I am 
expressing the feelings .of all présent.when I 
say that. we .heard with sincere. regret oí the 
resignation of Mr. Bonar Law and _ of. the 
causes which led tio it. (Cheers.) He is fol- 
lowed into his temporary retirement. with the 
genuine, sympathy of men of all parties in this 
great community and the fervent hope that a 
thorough rest will restore him to health and 


vigour. 
OLD FRIENDS. 
“ He and I are old ‘friends: We were friends 
in the old pre-war days of clash and clang of 
party conflict. The fiercest controversy did 


| not prevent us from meeting on terms of per- 


fect amity and good-will. Our friendship 
ripened into close partnership and comrade- 
ship, and, under the stress of the war, he and 
I became colleagues in Mr.: Asquith’s Coalition 
Government, and afterwards ‘in the second 
Coalition; which he and | together formed. 

‘The partnership came to an end, but the 
friendship has never been severed. Not even 
the straining events of last October affected 
our personal relations. Í never forgot the 
perfect and unselfish loyalty with which he co- 
operated with me in the terrible days of the 
war—sadly terrible for him. 

"“ Not a bitter word has come either from 
my lips or his during the ¢électioneering cam- 
paign or since. “I am corry that ill-health has 
forced him into retirement. Having had some 
experience of his malady eleven years ago, | 
ventured to say in a speech in Manchester 
that nothing but complete rest would give him 
a chance—rest complete and fairly prolonged. 
[ recollect very well I had to give up both 
talking and smoking for months—both of them 
w Serious” deprivation to inflict upon a poli- 
tician, (Lawghter.) ‘ 

‘ Therefore, he is perfectly right from his 
own point of view, and, if I may also say so, 
from the point of view of the State, to insist 
upon rest. “I know the reluctance of his col- 
leagues and his party (o let him go; but the 
seas are very rough. : 

REEFS AHEAD. 

“There is a thick bank of fog in the direc- 
‘tion’ we are travelling; there are reefs and 
shoals, imnumerable about. Navigation is ex- 
tremely difficult and dangerous, and it requires 
the utmost vigilance. The captain must be on 
the bridge, and it is quite clear that it was 
cruelty to force Mr. Bonar Law to remain 
there when he:was pot in a condition to iace 
the weather and to bear the anxieties of his 
position. 

“I have no more idea as to his successor 
than .you have, but quite frankly I am full 
of apprehension when I see what is left. 
(Laughier.) From considerable experience of 
working with Mr. Bonar Law I had a good 
deal of confidence, not so much in hig driving 
capacity, but in his restraining sagacity. | 
felt confident that as. long as he was there in 
full and effective control nothing foolish would 
be done. ‘I wish | felt the same assurance as 
te the future: 

“ Without his guidance his colleagues do not 
inspire much confidence. I have been. con 
demned in certain quarters for not. oppesing 
Mr. -Bonar Law's Government, and oppoging 
it without discrimination—that is, opposing 
it without reference to.the merits of the parti- 
cular proposals. great or smell, that were pu} 
forward on behalf of his Government. The 
suspension of the eleven o'clock rule, the 
closure, aud other’ means of facilitating the 
expedition of business in the House, are 
quoted as examples of my remissness, The 
fact that I and my colleagues jn the House of 
Commons had not done our best to embarrass 
Mr. Bonar Law's Government at évery stage 
has been quoted as a proof of the vagueness 
of my Liberai convictions. (Laughter.) 

SAFETY FIRST. 

‘‘ There are two reasons why 1 did not and 
do not take that view of. the duty of an 
Opposition in the present stage of world 
affairs. The first is personal to Mr. Bonar 
Law. The complete loyalty with which he 
supported Mr. Asquith’s Administration and 
mine during the war. although we were both 
Liberals, gave him the right to expett excep- 
tional forbearance and consideration, Suriociatly 
when. he was suffertog from physical incapa- 
city. 

‘But that is not the only réason. Under 
the present grave couditions which rule in the 
world. indiscriminate. and blind opposition fo 
any Government would be, in my_ opinion, 
unpatriotic. (Cheers. ) 

The safety and interest of the country 
must come first: We cannot apply the haraas- 
ing, the meticulous Opposition methods of pre- 
war days in the conditions of to-day. As 
have already pointed out, navigation is very 
difficult. You cannot go heaving marlin spikes 
at the steersinan, whatever. party. he may 
belong to. 

‘The pledge which T ge at the election, 
that I. would not engage in factions criticism 
of any Government, will apply to the mext 
(rovernment, whoever is at the head. and how- 
ever it ts constituted. As I will point out 
later on; this only applies to captious and 
worrying criticism, not to discriminating and 
helpful criticism., (Laughter.) That is the 
first duty of any Opvosition.. and that duty is 
never’ more ineumbent than in times of 
national emergency. But allewance must be 
made for the state of the world. 

THE WAR’S AFTERMATH. 

“ Peopie are apt to forget that it is only 
four years since the world emerged from the 
most shattering catastrophe that ever befell 
civilisation. Countrics with an aggregate 
population of a thousand millions hurled all 
their power, their strength. and their re- 
sources at cach other with deadly purpose and 
eifect. 

“ Over ten millions: of young men in their 
prime were killed. and another twentv or 
thirty millions maimed. Over fifty thousand 
millions steriing were spent on pure destruc- 
tien. ~The world has been left distracted and 
impoverished, with ‘the delicate machinery of 
commerce, which it. has taken centuries to 
weave, broken into fragments. and, worst of 
ali, the fiercest passions of the human beart 
roused to their depths and curdied, and 
they do not easily subside. 

‘There are always malicious persons whose 
main business seems to be to stir them up. 
That ia the kind of world Governments have 
to deal with. There is another consideration 
which is overlooked, and which qught not to 
be forgotten. No single Government is in 
control of the whole situation. ard. therefore. 
no single Government. can strairhten out the 
tangle. There are always tronblesome ele- 
ments cutside over which they have no con- 
trol. and not mmnch influence. 

*Tust consider the. position. There is 
France. sore and -triumphant. more nowerfn! 
than. she has ever heen on the Continent of 
Furdpe, because of the overthrow of her foes, 
That represents a most dangerous combination 
to do business with 

STUNNED GERMANY. 

“There. is - Germany—bewildered and 
stunned by her fall from so great a height— 
a broken-backed creature, moving feebly and 
aimlessly, not knowing what to do, It has 
been our greatest misfortune that she has 
thrown up no greaf statesman since Bismarck. 
That is a real disaster for a couiitry im dis- 
tress. When she was. ridden down by 
Napoleon, she had the lick to find statesmen 
of the first order to help her to reconstruct. 
“There is Russia, suffering from all the 
symptoms which are common to revolutionary 
| countries—excitable, feverish, with no sense 
of reality or of proportion, yncertain, self- 
righteous. “To do business with Russia is like 
transacting business with a person labouring 
under a dangerous religious mania. It s
